States Senate Concludes 

Its Investigation and Will Re- 
_ pert Before Congress Adjourns. 
Wust the Members Say. | 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, June 2.—The Herald 
this morning says that the committee 
appointed by the resolution of the 
United States Senate to extend the 
coast defenses. has been in this city 
‘gince Friday night, and has examined 
the harbor and other defenses, conclud- 
ing its labors yesterday morning. Ac 
cording to Chairman W. C. Squire, 
United States Senator from Washing- 
ton, the report he will make to the Sen- 
ate will conclusively show that the con- 
dition of affairs is somewhat shameful 
and unworthy of a nation such as this. 
He said that this committee would make 
the report before Congress adjourned, 
in order that it may know the chances 
that are being taken im case of war. 

The Committee on Coast Defenses 
consists of Gen. Hawley, Senator Squire 
of Washington, chairman; Proctor, 
White and Butler. Gen. Hawley and 
Senator Proctor are familiar with the 
subject, but did not accompany Messrs. 
Squire, White and Butler. In_ their 
- gtead were Senators Dubois, Tillman 

and Perkins of the Naval Committee; 
Senator Cannon of Utah and Represen- 
tative Wilson of Idaho. 

„We concluded to see for ourselves,” 
said Chairman Squire, “the condition 
of the defenses of the greatest commer- 
cial port in the United States. The de- 
fenses are today better, as they should 
be, than those of any port in the 
United States.

| NEW WHITE LIGHT. 
Thomas A. Edison Solves His Prob- 
Ses lem—A Great Invention. 
NEW YORK, June 2.—Thomas A. 
Edison said today: 

“I have succeeded in solving the 
problem of the new white light. The 
lamp is finished. That is, the scien- 
tile part of the work, and that solves 
the problem. The remainder is me- 
chanical.” 

The new light or fluorescent lamp, as 
Edison. has named it, is somewhat 
similar to the incandescent lamp now 
used everywhere. There is not so per- 
fect a vacuum as in the incandescent 
lamp. Unlike the electric lamp, the 
whole globe glows with a pure white 
light of marvelous illumining power. 
The light comes from a metallic crystal 
known as “tungstate.” The slightest 
rubbing of these crystals will make 
them glow, said Edison. 

“I have succeeded in fusing these 
crystals into the inside of a glass globe 
by heating the glass until it is soft 
enough to receive the tungstate crys- 
tals, which it holds firmly when it cools, 
‘Two wires enter the globe at one end, 
but don’t meet. By means of an in- 
duction current generated in a faradic 
battery, the molecules of the wires 
are thrown into 


the ends inserted into the globe. This 
molecule impulse is communicated to 
the molecules of air within the globe. 
These air molecules are driven with 
almost inconceivable rapidity against 
the crystals of tungstate, welded into 
the inner walls of the glass. The im- 
pact causes the crystals to glow. The 
glow caused by a single blow of these 
air, molecules is, of course, but slight, 
but multiplied thousands of times, and 
the blows repeated continuously in an 
enormously rapid rate, they produce 
the new white light. 

“The new incandescent transforms 
95 per cent. of the electrical force into 
heat and only 5 per cent. is turned into 
light. With my new lamp, I absolutely 
can discover no heat. Not satisfied 
with one test and concluding my in- 
struments were at fault, I used other 
instruments, but with the same result. 
I am tompelled to believe that nearly 
‘the. whole force used in the new lamp 
is employed in producing the light. I 
do not attempt to explain it; I only ac- 
cept it as a fact. The high amount of 
electricity required in the incandescent 
lamp to overcome the tremendous loss 
of electrical energy and which is 
turned into heat is not needed here. 
This means an astounding cheapness 
in lighting, and a consequent commer- 


‘clal gain. The new lamp will last as 


long as the globe lasts. There are no 
expensive films to consider. 

It is a singular fact that a two- 
candle new electric lamp, according to 
my photograph metre, gives out to the 
eye almost twice the illuminating ef- 
fect that a two-candle ‘Incandescent 
lamp does. A two-candle tungstate 
lamp. will light a room as well as a 
sixteen-candle power ‘incandescent 
light. It is a pure white light, the 
whitest ever known.

LONDON, June 2.—The Pacific cable 
conference, at which representatives of 
Canada, New Zealand and Australia will 
be present, will assemble in London this 
week. The conference will discuss the 
whole of government aid, Brit - 
ish and colonial, for a cable from Can- 
ada to Australia. It is probable that 
the Earl of Selbourne and Secretary of 
State for the Colonies in the Rosebery 
Cabinet will be invited to preside over 
tha eanfarenna.

“WASHINGTON (D. June 
(Special Dispatch.) San Pedro goes 
up one notch. The Rivers and Har- 
bors Bill was this afternoon promptly 
passed over the President’s veto. The 
vote was 220 to 60, showing a wide 
margin over the necessary two-thirds, 
There is no doubt ot its passage in the 
Senate. Senators Perkins and White 
are both confident of this result. The 
fofmer points to the fact that thirty- 
six States and the commercial inter- 
ests along four great rivers are inter- 
ested in the passage of this bill, and ft 
cannot be defeated. Another observer 
points out that it is a cage siitiiiat to 
that of the jury Who tfied the fellow 
for stealing the hog—nearly every 
juryman had a piece or the meat. 

I am able to assure the friends of the 
San Pedro site that the utmost wateh- 
fulness is being exercised over the mat- 
ter of the selection of the members of 
the new commission provided for in 
the bill. Senator White is alert and 
sleepless, and the President is “onto his 
job,” in this harbor matter, After a 
tremendous conflict, the Huntington 
manipulators have been beaten all 
along the line thus far, and if they at- 
tempt to control the appointment of 
the commission in the interest of the 
rejected harbor site they will be 
again foiled. 

The completion of the convention 
hall at St. Louis and the turning of it 
over to the committee has had the ef- 
fect of silencing all gossip about a 
change of location for the National 
Republican Convention. The perform- 


ance will come off as advertised.’ The 


band will play, and the G.O.P, elephant 
will go round all right. 
Now that the question of Presi- 
dential nomination is by common con- 
sent settled, talk about the second 
place begins to fill the air. The 
newest man in the fleld, or the last 


man mentioned, is Joseph H. Man- 


ley of Maine, the chosen manager 
of Blaine and the friend of Reed. 
It is now understood that the Speaker 
declines the proposed honor in ad- 
vance, and this fact, it is argued, 
opens the -way for another Maine 
man.

gaid to have entered the campaign 
for Col. Grant, and will enact the role 
of lobbyist at St. Louis, “the fairest 
and most resourceful in the land.” It 


‘is learned that her father, Benjamin 


F. Honore, paid a flying visit to Chi- 
cago and to an old-time friend from 
Louisville confided his sonrin-law’s 
ambition, and how his daughter in- 
tended to aid him to compass it. She 
will take up her quarters in suite 418 
at the Planters’ on June 12, and begin 
the work of electioneering, 

It is claimed that she has a majority 
of the Illinois delegation pledged to 
her brother-in-law and that she has 
secured promises from a number of 
other Republican State leaders to 
work for Col. Grant’s nomination, 
Senator Cullom is scheduled to put Cul.

the House Committee 5 Commerce 
in favor of the Nicaragua Canal, 


‘Signed by nine members, has been 


submitted to the House by Mr. 
Sherman of New York. It deals with 
the canal project from the financial 
and engineering standpoint, and par- 
ticularly analyzes the government 
board of which Col. Ludlow was chair- 
man. The questions proposed for the 
board are said to have been the feas- 
ibility, permanence and cost of con 
struction of the canal. The first two 
questions are said to have been defi- 
nitely settled in the affirmative. The 
report impeaches the commission's 
estimates of unit prices on work on the 
canal by exhaustive quotations from 
statements of emgineers. Whether the 
depth of canal and harbor shall be 
thirty feet at the outset, whether four 
locks shall be used instead of three; 
whether the water elevation should be 
110 feet instead of 106, and other dif- 
ferences between the commission and 
the company are said to be details de- 
pending upon whether the policy of 
making provisions for all demands in 
all time to come is adopted. Because 
of its testimony on unit prices, the re- 
port reduces the estimates of cost on 
the basis of the board’s plan from $133,- 
000,000 to $102,000,000, but holds that 
$100,000,000 will be ample appropriation. 
„Stress is lad ‘upon the prospective 
Benefits of the canal to the Pacific 
Coast States and the Allegheny coal- 
mining and iron interests. In conclu- 
sion the report says that the board of 
engineers has stated that it believes 
the canal entirely feasible, but differs 
with the engineers of the company as 
to the probable cost of the work. The 
advantages of the canal are so great 
that, the report says, the canal should 
be built by government assistance to 
the company, even if it costs over 8180, 
000,000. 

The amendment to the Bering Sea 
treaty made by the Senate having 
been accepted by Great Britain, the 
final ratification will be exchanged in 
@ day or two and steps will be taken 
at once to put its provisions in force. 
The first step will be the appointment 
of a commissioner by each of the pow- 
ers, the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. It is expected that the United 
States Commissioner will be Prof. W. 
H. Dall, connected with the National 
Museum here and an expert on seal life. 
When Great Britain shall have ap- 
pointed a commissioner, a third may be 
chosen by mutual consent, in the event 
of a disagreement between the original 
commissioners. The matter at issue re- 
lates to the adjustment of back claims 
on account of raids on Bering Sea 
rookeries by Canadian poachers and the 
geilzure of marauding schooners by 
United States revenue cutters. 

Meantime another phase of the case 
hascomeup. Two British experts have 
just arrived in Washington, and are 
stopping for some time at the British 
embassy. They are Profs. Berritt 
Hami and Darcy Thompson, and 
the fornmter has been presented at the 
State Department by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote. These experts will shortly 
proceed to Bering Sea and take up 
their residence for some time on the 
Pribylov Islands, St. Paul and St. 
George, to make observations on the 
present state of the fur-seal life. They 
may be accompanied by an American 
expert. All of this business may prop- 
erly be classed under the head of lock- 
ing the stable after the horse has been 
stolen.

SENATE AND HOUSE. 


Review of an Eventful Day in the 
Twe Branches. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 2.-—At 7 
o’clock tonight the long struggle in the 
Senate over the bill to prohibit the 
issue of bonds came to an end and the 
bill was passed by a vote of 32 to 36. 
The bill, as pagesd, covers only three 
lines, as follows: 4 

enacted, that the issvence 
the United 
States, for any purpose Whatever, 
without further authority of Congress, 
is hereby prohibited.” 

The voting did not begin until 6:30 
o’clock, at which time the chamber was 
dimly-lighted and the galleries almost 


empty. 
flood of amendments was first 
voted down, being defeated. One 


by Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
gave the executive power to issue 
bonds in certain emergencies; another, 
by Senator Aldrich, provided that the 
act should not impair the obligation to 
pay in coin. Senator Hill’s amend- 
ment that the treasury notes be retired 
when redeemed was tabled, by 43 to 12. 

Senator Gray’s amendment for the 
substitution of coin notes for treasury 
notes was defeated without a yea-and- 
nay vote. The last preliminary vote 
was on Senator Hill's motion to post- 
pone the subject until next December, 
which was defeated. Then came the 
final vote with the result stated. 

The debate on the Bond Bill lasted 
throughout the day and was at times 
very animated. Senator Cannon of 
Utah made a spirited reply to criti- 
cisms of the five Republican Senators, 
including himself, who voted against 
the Dingley tariff bill, and declared the 
measure was a legislative monstrosity. 
Senator Cannon asserted that the in- 
termountain States took Henry M. Tel- 
ler as a leader, rather than the Senator 
from Ohio (Mr. Sherman.) 

Senator Allison expressed his strong 
belief. that the United States could not 
enter alone upon the coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1. 

Senator Chandler appealed to Sena- 
tors on the other side of the chamber 
to join in a patriotic measure to sus- 
tain the country’s honor. Senator 
Chandler also paid a tribute to the 
personal integrity of President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Carlisle. 

Senator Teller spoke in favor of mak- 
ing silver the first and paramount ques- 
tion. Senator Burrows declared that 
it would have been better had the 
country gone down in the storm of 
war than that a measure taking away 
the last prop to its credit should ‘pass. 
Senator Palmer of Illinois, also opposed 
the bill. 

Before the Bond Bill was taken up, 
Senator Morrill of Vermont, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, spoke on 
the tariff and finance. 

Senator Vest gave notice that he 
would move tomorroW to take up the 
River and Harbor Bill veto. 

The House devoted itself today to 
passing the River and Harbor Bill over 
the President’s veto, and to unseating, 
by a vote of 162 to 39. John J. Walsh, 
the Democratic member from the 
Eighth New York District, whose place 
will be filled by John Murray Mitchell, 
a Republican. Both of these actions 
were foregone conclusions, so they ex- 
cited comparatively little interest, al- 
though there was a full house to vote 
on the River and Harbor Bill. 

The Harbor Bill was passed by 220 to 
60, many more votes than the two- 
thirds necessary to overrule a veto, 
and it was passed without debate, al- 
though Mr. Dockery of Missouri pro- 
tested vehemently that debate had been 
promised. Thirty-nine Democrats 
voted to override the Presidential ob- 
jections, and twenty-six Republicans 
stood by Mr. Cleveland. 

The Naval Appropriation Bill was re- 
ported from conference with an agree- 
ment on all items but the number of 
battleships. Incidentally, Chairman 
Cannon of the Committee on Appro- 
priations predicted that Congress would 
adjourn late next week. 

CHAIRMAN HOOKER’S REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Before the 
action by the House today Chairman 
Hooker of the House Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors submitted a long 
report advocating the passage of the 
bill over the President's veto. The ob- 
jection of the President is reviewed 1 
detail.

“Reports have been received here of 
a number of recent unwarranted mur- 
ders and outrages by the bands of Col. 
Ollvera's Spanish guerrillas. Belizraco 
Nodarse of this town relates particu- 
lars of a fiendish attack upon a Cuban 
woman, ‘The guarrillas of Colon,’ Mr. 
Nodarse says, ‘while on their way to 
Calimet, stopped at the house of Mateo 
Martinez, a native of the Canary Isl- 
ands, who had been forced to enlist in 
a body of insurgents under command of 
Juan Pablo Jabio. The Spaniards 
stopped at his house, and the officer 
in command inquired from. Sefiora 
Martinez the whereabouts of her hus- 

2 I can’t tell,’ she replied, 

„u make you,’ said the Spaniard, 
and he preceeded to tear off her cloth- 
ing. He then questioned her anew, 
and, receiving no answer from the 
woman who was crying hysterically, 
he unsheathed his sword and fell to 
cutting and slashing his victim, until 
her blood covered the floor and she 
fainted in a corner. Her shrieks and 
entreaties only served to provoke the 
brutal laughter of the soldiery. 

Col. Molina left his headquarters a 
few days after the attack on Sefiora 
Martinez; and marched his troops 
south to effect a.junction with Gen. 
Melguizo’s troop. The Spaniards were 
attacked and forced to retreat by the 
Cuban band. On making a detour to 
avoid the Cubans, Col. Molina’s com- 
mand occupied a shanty occupied by 
an old farmer, his two sons, and a 
daughter-in-law and three grand- 
children. An eye witness of the 
tragedy says: : 

At the approach of the soldiers the 
men took refuge in the jungle, carrying 
off the two eldest children, and only 
the daughter with her baby remained 
in charge of the house. She hoped her 
sex and the sight of the child, but 6 
monts old, would protect them from 
harm and spare the house. 

Col. Molina halted his command by 
the roadside and, dismounting, walked 
into the house. “Where are the men?“ 
he demanded. .

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—In regard 
to the statement telegraphed from 
Washington to the effect that defects 
had been discovered in the construc- 
tion of the new battleship Oregon, 
Irving M. Scott, president of the Union 
Iron Works, says:

WANT TO ANNEX CRETE. | 


THE GREEKS MAY FORCE THEIR 
KING TO ACTION. 


He Fears to Offend Russia and His 
Abdication is Hinted at—Critical 
Conditions in the Inland—That 
Treaty that Was not Observed. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO 

LONDON, June 2.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Vienna correspondent of 
the Daily News telegraphs that he 
learns from Athens that the Greek na- 
tional government and Crown Prince 
all favor the annexation of the Island 
of Crete by Greece. Such a favorable 
chance as the present one is not likely 
to ‘recur. The King, however, would 
do anything rather than offend Russia. 
but nevertheless he cannot long resist 
the nation. His abdication is hinted at. 
The Prime Minister and the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs were. closeted with 
the King for hours today. There are 
many indications that the recent inac- 
tion of the government will be aban- 
doned. 

The Daily News has also a dispatch 
direct from Athens, whith gives fur- 
ther details of the critical situation in 
Crete. It says the Turks are pillaging 
and burning the villages in. the vicinity 
of Retimo. It is stated that seventy- 
five Turkish soldiers were killed and 
forty wounded in the recent fighting at 
Tsavaro and Vamos. 

The Herald's commentary says Crete 
has long been a thorn in the side of the 
Turkish government. Its inhabitants 
are of a bold and independent temper 
and they chafe against the nrisrule of 
their Ottoman lords. The great rebel- 
lion of 1866-69 swept away much of the 
oppression under which they had pre- 
viously groaned, but the improvement. 
secured, though great, was not thor- 
ough, and there is always more or less 
trouble brewing in the army. Like Ar- 
menia, Crete is mentioned. and provided 
for in the treaty of Berlin, but the un- 
dertakings given by the Sublime Porte 
Proved as little fruitful in one case as 
they did in others. 

The Cretans complained in partic- 
ular of the Porte’s interference with 
the Cretan Assembly, at the application 
of the insular revenues to gendarmerie 
and at the undue favor shown to Mos- 
lem inhabitants, who form one-fifth of 
the whole population. The discontent 
became so acute in 1889 that a rebel- 
lion of serious dimensions broke out.

President Montt’s Message on Inter- 


mal Affairs Makes an Impression. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, June 2.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Valparaiso, Chile, says 
the ordinary session of the Chilean 
Congress began Monday. The two can- 
dfdates for President were absent, in 
order to avoid unpleasant scenes. Pres- 
ident Montt’s message was largely de- 
voted to international questions. Rela- 
tive to the Argentine question, he said 
the protocol agreed upon left the mat- 
ter in such shape that it would be im- 
possible to repeat present danger of 
hostilities, and would establish a last- 
ing friendship between the two coun- 
tries. 

Under the treaty of friendship and 
commerce with Bolivia, the message 
says, the relations with that country 
will be those of mutual friendship and 
comity. Relative to ‘Peru, President 
Montt said he regretted that, despite 
earnest efforts, he had been unable to 
settle the question of dominion over the 
provinces of Taena and Arica, hut he 
hoped the efforts would yet be crowned 
with good results. The government was 
devoting itself, the message said, to 
the extent of its commerce with south- 
ern nations. It had under contempla- 
tion a treaty with Brazil. Claims were 
being satisfactorily settled, including 
American claims amounting to $28,500,- 

. The cause of public instruction 
had been steadily promoted, and there 
were now more than two thousand pub- 
lic schools in operation. 

The conversion of the currency of the 
country to a solid basis, the President 
said, was assured, and, despite the in- 
convenience of a sudden change from 
paper to a metallic system and extra 
expenses, the fear of international 
troubles had been outgrown. The mes- 
sage made a good impression in Chile. 
The President has restored order and 
pacified the country in less time than 
was expected, owing to the deep inter- 
nal dissensions growing out of the rev- 
olution of 1891.

RESULT IN DOUBT. 


Both Sides Claim Victory in the 
Democratic Primaries. 


List of Delegates Elected from 
the City Precincts. 


Centests in the Various” Wards. 
Wagon Loads of Voters Marched 
from Precinct to Precinct 
and Voted Like Cattle. 


Feeling ran rather high, at the 
Democratic primaries, in some of the 
city precincts last evening, and the 
rivalry between the representatives 
of various factions of the great un- 
washed” was so bitter as to occa- 
sion in one instance, at least, a per- 
sonal encounter between two members 
of the “silk stocking push.” 

In many of the precincts, two tickets 
were voted, the issue in most of these 
cases being railroad versus anti-rail- 
road, with Gaffey-Patton and Stephens 
representing the latter and Last-Ram- 
ish and Marsh the former. The gang 
claims to have secured a majority of 
the delegates elected in the city, but 
is not so confident as to the rural peo- 
ple. This claim of a victory in the 
city is not conceded by the anti- 
gang’ element, which faction alleges 
that about “half and half” is nearer 
the result of yesterday evening’s pri- 
marles. 

An unusually large vote was polled 
in many of the precincts, while the poll- 
ing places upon the outskirts of the 
city had but very few ballots to take 
care of. There was an abundance of 
illegal voting permitted, and tally-hos, 
filled with men, were rushed from one 
polling place to another, and wherever 
it was found necessary, were voted to 
the limit. At the Catalina hotel on 
South Broadway, a load of these peo- 
ple came up, and the boss of the out- 
fit began preparations to vote them. 
The election board objected to the pro- 
ceeding, and called for police assist- 
ance, when the boss,“ frightened at 
the prospect of detention, called off his 
men, and proceeded to other pastures. 

There was a lively contest in the 
Twenty-eighth precinct, occasioned for 
the most part by the enemies of Gen. 

F. A. Last, who opposed him with 
vigor and final success. He was beaten 
by two votes. . 

In the Second, Seventh, and Eighth 
wards, the railroad gang controlled 
the polls and elected its ticket in each 
precinct. The other wards were di- 
vided in sentiment. Returns were re- 
ceived by Secretary Herzog, until 12 
o'clock, midnight. The delegates 
elected to the county convention from 
the precincts noted below, being as 
follows:

Italy Has Four Thousand in a Single 
Year. 


A correspondent writing from Rome 
gives an account of an address by Prof. 
Baron Garofalo, delivered recently be- 
fore a popular audience in that city. 
Garofalo, who is recognized as one of 
the leading phrenologists of Italy, 
gave some statistics regarding the an- 
nual loss of life by homicide in Italy 
which were very startling, says the 
New York Recorder. The total number 
of murders in Italy during the last 
year was about four thousand, which 
is equivalent, said the speaker, to a 
homicide every two hours. This is a 
very much greater mortality rate than 
exists in other civilized countries, the 
ratio in France being one-tenth of that 
in Italy and the ratio in Denmark de- 
— being one-thirty-fifth of that in 

aly. 

This tendency to homicide is, due, 
according to Baron Garofalo, first to 
the existence of the vendetta, which 
has lingered longer in Italy than in any 
other country; then to the practice of 


-dueling, and. perhaps more than all, 


to certain defects in education and to 
racial tendencies. Garofalo thinks that 
the remedy for this consists in improv- 
ing the system of administration of jus- 
tice, in enforcing capital punishment, 
in recasting the methods of education 
throughout Italy largely on the lines 
advocated by Lombroso and his school, 
and finally, in the ennobling of the 
moral and religious sentiments of the 
people. This, according to Garofalo, is 
to be done not so much by moral as by 
religious inculcation.

he attributes the fact that these coun- 
tries have in forty years diminished 
by one-half their annual proportion of 
delinquents and mendicants, while in 
Italy there has been an increase in 
both delinquency and mendicancy since 
1862. Baron Garofalo’s strong advocacy 
of the value of religious training, com- 
ing, as it does. from the schoo] of Lom- 
broso, is a factor which religious teach 
ers and professors in this country will 
rejoice over with great heartiness.

Lethargy Lasting for Weeks Pro- 
duced by Bast Indian Fakers. 

(Medical Journal:) Dr. Kuhn has 
occasion to observe two cases the be, 
ineness of which he has no occasion to 
doubt. One of the fakirs in question 
had been interred for six weeks and 
other for ten days. The fakirs, who are 
histerical to the highest degree, possess 
the faculty of producing artificially a 
condition identical with cataleptic ec- 
Stacy. They use all ssible means, 
such as mortification N the body by a 
special diet, the internal employment of 
different plants known only to them 
selves and the adoption of a peculiar 
posture of the body for many hours. 
When they have practiced this for a 
sufficient length of time, they assume 
one of the postures prescribed by the 
sacred books of the Indians and fall 
into a hypnotic condition induced by 
looking fixedly at the end of the nose. 

Hasheesh is still made use of by them 
to diminish the respiratory force, for 
this hypnotic, when associated with 
other plants and employed in a pecu- 
liar manner, makes up for the loss of 
air and nourishment. The fakirs have 
hallucinations when hypnosis begins; 
they hear certain sounds, see angels 
and their faces express a feeling of 
happiness. But little by little conscious- 
ness disappears and the body acquires 
a peculiar rigidity. This is evidently, 
says the writer, a matter of self-hyp- 
notism in hysterical persons who are 
sufficiently predisposed to it. This 
lethargy is looked upon by people ag 
death, and when the subjects are 
aroused it is God who has brought them 
to life. In Greek or Roman literature, 
says the writer, we may find accounts 
of persons who have died and returned 
again to earth. 

There is nothing astonishing in these 
facts, for Bouchut, in his treatise on the 
signs which enable us to recognize real 
death, reported the case of a.woman 
who had been disinterred in order that 
a friend might look at her again. She 
was found to be alive, and lived for 
many years afterward. Also, in the de- 
partment of the north, there was a 
case reported of a girl who had re- 
mained in a lethargic condition for sev- 
eral years. She had fallen into this 
condition on hearing that she was to be 
arrested for having committed a crime,

FOR PRESIDENT OF MEXICO. 


An interesting piece of news comes 
from Mexico about the Presidential 
election which is to be held there this 
year to the effect that President Diaz, 
who has held office so long, is to have 
a competitor in the election, and that 
Gen. Escobedo, who was conspicuous 
in breaking up the empire of the late 
Maximilian, is the man. It has 
seemed useless in former national elec- 
tions in Mexico to nominate any can- 
didate against Diaz, who has been 
successful in four quadrennial elec- 
tions, three of them successive, and 
who was at one time provisional presi- 
dent. He has been the favorite of a 
vast majority of the Mexican people, 
and no rival has been able to break 
his popularity. Sixteen years ago 
Gen. Gonzalez supplanted him for a 
term, but at the next election Diaz 
came in again. 

It is an interesting fact that, while 
Diaz is a representative of the Liberal 
party, Escobedo also belongs to that 
party. If the latter gets a nomina- 
tion, it will be from a branch of the 
party of which the former is an ad- 
herent. It is useless for any man 
who does not bear the name of Lib- 
eral to run for the office of President 
of Mexico. Any other party is sure 
to be stigmatized as “clerical,” and, 
though Mexico is a very religious 
country, it rejects clericalism. 

The fourth term of President Diaz 
will come to an end in November; the 
choice of electors will take place in 
June. As in the United States the 
tickets for electors in Mexico is sub- 
mitted to the popular vote in a gen- 


eral election. The Mexican people are 
nearly as deep in politics” as are 


their neighbors to the nortn. 

It will be upon their services to 
their country that both Diaz and Es 
cobedo will stand in the forthcoming 
election. The record of Diaz is long 
and meritorious. Under his admin- 
_istration peace has been maintained 
in Mexico, which has also enjoyed un- 
usual prosperity, and has been en- 
riched with many important public 
works. We presume that for Es- 
cobedo’s partisans the cry will be 
“Queretaro!” It was Escobedo who 
besieged and captured that famous 
stronghold when the Emperor Maxi- 


milian had taken refuge in ft twenty- 


nine years ago this month. It was he 
who arrested the Emperor, along with 
Miramon and Mejia, all of whom were 
condemned by court martial and shot. 
His partisans claim that it was he 
wha saved Mexico from imperialism, 
and that he deserves special credit 
for the success of the republic. It is 
upon this record, doubtless, that Es- 
cobedo will seek to win the Presi- 


dency. In the career of Diaz there has 


been no single incident so notable or 
dramatic as that which occurred upon 


the lofty plateau that is the seat of 
the fine city of Queretaro; but it must | 


be said for Diaz that he also bore an 
excellent name during the war against 
imperialism. Both men have a war 
record, but the chief claim of Diaz to 
another term of the Presidency will 
be based upon the pacific and pro- 
gressive character of his administra- 
tion. He has been a distinguished, 
capable, and valuable public officer. 


OVER THE VETO. 


The River and Harbor Bill passed 
the House over the President's veto 
yesterday, by a vote of 220 to 60. The 
bill came up in the Senate, but went 
over on an objection from Senator 
Sherman. There is not much doubt 
that the measure will pass the Senate, 
as a careful canvass of that body 
shows a safe majority in its favor. 

The President, it is stated, will not 
at once appoint the Southern Califor- 
nia Harbor Commission provided for in 


the bill, but will take plenty of time 


to select thoroughly reliable and im- 
partial men for the important duties 
which will devolve upon that body. If 
men of such character are chosen, the 
friends of San Pedro will have nething 
to fear.

1. The act known as the Sherman 
law was passed July 14, 1890.

1, 1893. By the purchasing clause is 
meant that portion of the law which 
required the Secretary of the Treasury 
to purchase silver bullion to the aggre- 
gate amount of 4,500,000 ounces each 
month, issuing treasury notes in pay- 
ment therefor. The law required the 
Secretary of the Treasury to coin each 
month 2,000,000 ounces of the silver 
bullion purchased into standard silver 
dollars until the first day of July, 
1891.“ and after that time to coin “as 
much as may be necessary to provide 
for the redemption of the treasury 
notes herein provided for.“

“PENNY WISE, POUND FOOLISH. 


Discussing the effects of the repeal 
of the duty on imported salt by the 
Gorman-Wilson law, the Chicago Inter 
Ocean cites some pertinent facts to 
show the folly of the free-trade policy, 
which stops a trifling leak at the spigot 
and opens the bunghole, to the serious 


American labor. 
says: 
“The McKinley tariff levied a duty 
of $1.60 per ton on salt. The free- 
traders spoke of it as ‘infamous.’ They 
fumed in well-affected indignation over 
‘the taxed condiment.’ They predicted 
blessings innumerable as the result of 
the repeal of the ‘infamy.’ 

“Each of the 65,000,000 of people in 
the United States consumes about fifty- 
six pounds of salt a year. If the re- 
peal of the duty of $1.60 per ton has 
cheapened salt to the extent of the 
duty repealed, each of the 65,000,000 
persons in the United States is bene- 
fited to the extent of a little more than 
4% cents a year, which is no great 
saving. Really, the people are not bene- 
fited to anything like the extent of 4% 
cents a year. In fact, the people are 
never benefited by the repeal of a legiti- 
mate duty on any article that as Amer- 
icans they can manufacture or produce 
in their own Country. Under the high- 
est tariff duty ever levied on salt, the 
greatest sum collected from that 
source, in one year, was $408,790; 
which is at about the rate of six-tenths 
of 1 cent upon each resident in the 
United States.

HELD FOR MURDER. 


MINGS BROTHERS AGAIN HELD FOR 
THE ASSASSINATION OF HAYS. 


Nelson Williams Heard George 
Mings Say, "They Are Onto 
Everything; it is All Up with 
Us Now’*—Sénsational Testimony. 


The second examination of the Mings 
brothers upon a charge of having mur- 
dered John Hays at Puente on April 
9, 1896, was concluded in Justice Young’s 
court yesterday and resulted in the de- 
fendants being held to the high court. 

As promised by the prosecution, some 
new evidence was introduced and it was 
of a startling character. The cause of 
the people was conducted during yester- 
day by Deputy District Attorney Mc- 
Comas, and in the afternoon he called 
Nelson D.- Williams of Azusa to the 
witness box. In the course of his exam- 
ination, Williams stated that on the day 
after the murder, he went to Puente in 
company with Undertaker Jenner of 
Azusa, and that shortly after he ar- 
rived in the little town of Puente, he 
approached a group of men, among 
whom were Sheriff Burr, and others. 
Just before he reached them, the men 
divided and three or four walked away. 
Two or three men were still standing 
and talking and after he had passed a 
few feet from them, he recognized 
George Mings and heard him distinctly 
say, “They are onto everything; it is 
all up with us now!” 

Whether it was the effect that this 
evidence would have upon the court 
that caused George Mings’s pallor is not 
known, but his features suddenly as- 
sumed an ashen hue and he did not re- 
move his gaze from the witness during 
the sharp cross-examination that fol- 
lowed. 

Sheriff Burr was the next witness 
called and came into court. with two 
dangerous looking guns. One was a 
38-caliber Colt’s double-action revolver, 
with a magazine full of loaded cart- 
ridges. The other was also loaded, and 
was a rusty, wicked weapon, of about 
44-caliber. There were two indentations 
at the end of the Darrel and the stock 
showed some injury. This weapon was 
picked up on or near the railroad track, 
about 500 feet east of Puente and be- 
yond George Mings's home. It was 
found ten days after the murder of 
“Jack” Hays. 

Justice Young briefly reviewed the evi- 
dence and stated that while there was 
some variance in the statements of 
Bryant and young Dietzel, yet they 
were both positive as to the voice being 
Mings and each had 
corroborated the other in the loud com- 
mand to “pass on, and you too.” The 
defendants’ were then held for trial in 
the Superior Court. 


BAD POCKET KNIFE. 


It Causes an Old Salt Long Jail 
Service. 

John Nolan, charged with an assault 

to commit murder upon the person of 

Hubbert, in the Cape Horn saloon, in 

this cit’, March 30, 1896, was on trial 

before Judge Smith and a jury yester- 


y. 

Peter Muller, the owner of the saloon, 
was the first witness called by the 
prosecution. He said the men appeared 
to be talking at the time of the stab- 
bing affray. Hubbert bled freely from 
a wound in the neck. Muller said he 
took the pocket-knife away from No- 
lan, who refused to give any reason for 
the assault. 

Dr. E. A. Bryant could not remember 
of the wounded man having been 
brought to the hospital, He thought 
the wound was slight, else he would 
have remembered the occurrence. 

Police Officer Robbins arrested No- 
lan, and said that when the defendant 
was searched at the station he declared 
he would like to kill a half-dozen more 
of such fellows. 

John Nolan now testified in his own 
behalf, and stated that he was a sea- 
faring man, having gone aboard ship in 
1856. In May, 1894, he went to the Sol- 
diers’ Home and remained there con- 
tinuously until the 24th of last March. 
At that time he came to the city and 
was drinking for four or five days. On 
the Monday of the occurrence he went 
to the Cape Horn saloon, having got ac- 
quainted with the proprietor during the 
previous days of his drinking bout: he 
remembered drinking a great deal dur- 
ing the day, and in the afternoon he 
got sleepy or drowsy and sat down in 
a chair; he took out his knife and cut 
off a piece of tobacco, and must have 
fallen asleep with the knife open in his 
hand. The only thing he could remem- 
ber was some one punching him in the 
ribs, and finally rubbing his hand over 
his face. Nolan ‘said he threw out his 
hands to push the man away, not real-

nner e wound was 4 

othier, captain of Co. C, 
the Soldiers’ Home, stated that 3 
been at the home since 1889, and had 
known the defendant for two years.

house are almost infinitestmal com- 
pared with New York, but the system 
of transacting business is the same. 
Where two and three clerks are re- 
quired to represent each ‘bank in the 
New York clearing-house, one is suffi- 
cient in Los Angeles, and the session 
usually lasts only about half an hour. 
The New York clearing-house was or- 
ganized in August, 1853, and the first 
exchange was made on October 11 of 
the same year. ‘The association origi- 
nally numbered fifty-two members; 
sixty-six banks are now represented in 
the membership, having an aggregate 
capital of $61,122,700, a surplus of $74,- 
318,000, and deposits amounting to $497,- 
993,300. In addition these banks clear 
for eighty-one institutions, which are 
not members of the association, such as 
trust companies. The assistant treas- 
urer of the United States at New York 
is also a member. me clearing-room 
is situated on the third floor of the 
magnificent marble edifice but recently 
completed. It receives its light through 
the great dome which caps the build- 
ing. Each bank has a desk of its own. 
These desks are arranged in four paral- 
lel rows, with seventeen desks to each 
row. Several feet above the floor at one 
end of the room is the manager’s gal- 
lery. On the floor below are situated 
the administration offices. Here also 
the different balances are received and 


thing to become a member of the asso- 
ciation. The bank whose capital does 
not exceed $5,000,000 must pay an int 
tiation fee of $5000. Wihen the capital 
exceeds $5,000,000 the fee is $7500. The 
expenses of the clearing-house, not in- 
cluding the expense of printing for the 
several banks, is borne by assessing 
each bank $200, and the balance neces- 
sary after that amount, pro rata ac- 
cording to the average amount which 
they shall have sent to the clearing- 
house for the preceding year. 
The representatives of the banks as- 
semble at the clearing-house each day 
promptly at 10 o’clock. Bach bank is 
obliged to send two clerks, a settling 
clerk and a delivery clerk. Some of the 
banks are represented by a third clerk, 
Who asststs in receiving checks. The 
delivery clerk distributes the exchanges 
to the several banks, and with the as- 
| sistance of the settling clerk, the 
amounts due from and to his bank are 
soon determined. Between the hours 
of 12:30 and 1:30 p.m., the debtor banks 
are obliged to pay to the manager of 
the clearing-house the balances against 
them, either in actual coin, United 
States legal-tender notes, or legal-ten- 
der certificates, except fractional 
amounts. At 1:30 p. m., 
banks receive from the manager the 
respective: balances due to them pro- 
vided all the balances due from the 
debtor banks shall have been paid. 
The largest exchange evar brought to 
the clearing-house by any one bank 
was $31,772,391. The largest balance paid 
any bank was 10,585,471, and the 
smallest 75 cents. The average daily

Anotheristo start 
a local company, and put in a plant 
bought from one of the various tele- 
phone’ construction companies that 
have blossomed forth from electric 
bell-makers’ establishments during tue 
last year or two. Still another is to or- 
ganize one of these construction com- 
panies and trade on the inexperience 
and lack of technical knowledge of the 
managers of the new telephone com- 
panies by supplying them with phones 
and materials of the quality and. de- 
sign ot the year 1880. A few men get 
together and organize, making them- 
selves president, Manager, and so on.
